BATTLE SUMMARY 


Allies Make Important Gains. 
(Undated War Resume by the Asociated Press.) 

The fighting on the Somme- 
Olse battle front still continues 
of a minor character, compared 
with that of the early part of 
the week, when the Germans 
reinforced their line and stopped 
the eastward sweep of the Al- 
lied forces. 

Nevertheless, the British and 
French again have been able to 
gain ground on two important 
sectors—the British a short dis- 
tance northwest of Roye, where 
they took the villages of Damery 
and Parvillers, and the French 
on the southern wing of the bat- 
tle front, where they have cap- 

“tured two farms in the process 
of clearing the hilly and wooded 
district around Lassigny of the 
enemy. 
HUN RETIRES. 

North of the Somme between 
Albert and Arras the Germans 
are continuing to fall back, and 
the British are keeping in close 
contact with them. Thus far the 
Germans have definitely given up 
the towns of Beaumont-Hamel, 
Serre, * and Puisieux- 
au-Mont, And at several points 
have crossed the Ancre River, 
with the British following close- 
ly on their trail. No official ex- 
planation has yet been advanced 
ot the retrograde movement of

Unofficial reports, 
probably compiled since the offi- 
clal data Was sent from the 
front, give the number of pris- 
oners in the Allies’ hands since 
August 8 as 34,000, and say also 
that 670 captured guns thus far 
have been counted.

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strongly held by the enemy, and the 
crests of these slo are higher 
than the ground on our side. 
HUN HOLDS MEAULTE. 


The enemy retains Meaulte, but 
our line crosses the Ancre not far 
helow that village, and includes 
Dernancourt. There it runs south- 
east, holding the persistently-con- 
tested ruins of Morlancourt well 
within ſt and crossing the main road 
from Corbie to Bray, it turns sharp- 
ly south about a mile and «a half 
from Bray so as to include the vil- 
lage and most of the loop or penin- 
sula of Etinehem, and thus it reaches 
the Somme. 

Continuing along the north or 


right bank of the Somme the Ine ka, 


passes through Vaux Valley le Sec, 
Daily Lurette and Chipilly. At the 
two latter are the ruins of bridges 
from northern high ground to the

NANTUCKET ATTACK. 
„ (BY r NIGHT 

NANTUCKET (Mass.) Aug. 15.— 
The British steamer Penistone, vic- 
tim of a submarine attack 100 miles 
east of Nantucket Sunday, was sunk 
without warning, Benjamin Davies, 
executive officer of the ship, report- 
ed on arrival here today with other 
survivors. 

A torpedo fired at close range hit 
the vessel amidships, killing the 
fourth engineer and injuring four 
firemen. The captain of the Peni- 
stone, who returned to his ship just 
before she went down in the hope 
of obtaining his papers, was cap- 


and was able to describe the attack 
on the Penistcne. The torpedo, he 
said, was let 4oose at close range. It 
tore a great hole in the vessel amid- 
ships, wrecked the engine and seat- 
tered burning ofl over the fireroom 
crew. Howells was killed instantly. 

Through the hole in the ship's 
side water poured in rapidly, filling 
the holds. Capt. Evans crdered his 
men into the small boats, and they 
stood close by watching the work of 
the U-boat. Capt. Evans and eleven 
volunteers started aboard to save the 
ship’s papers and the personal et- 
fects of the men. All realized that 
they were taking a desperate chance, 
for the Penistcne was slowly set- 


ing. 

This did not deter the volunteers, 
however, nor were they frightened 
by the U-boat a short distance away. 
But the whole outfit was captured. 
The men were ordered beck to their 
boat and Capt. Evans was taken 
aboard the submarine, while its Ger- 
man crew expressed its delight in 
cheering. Then the U-boat com- 
mander had four bombs placed on 
the Penistone, and she went down 
exactly an hour and a half after be- 
ing struck by the torpedo. 

Davies was positive that the sub- 
marine had a number, but he could 


disturbed. In addition to an in- 
creased force of secret service men 
a detail of marines from Boston 
picketed the ground,

The Cape gooseberry, a delicious 
South American fruit hitherto un- 
known to the United Statcs, will 
make its debut here by helpirg the 
Red Cross, when 200 of the plants, 
grown from seed by PF. D. Barnhart, 
superintendent of the J. M. Danziger 
estate at Beverly Hills, are sold to- 
morrow to plant enthusiasis for 380 
cents each-at Howard & Smith's 
store at Ninth and Olive streets. 

Although called the Cape goose- 
berry, the plant was born in Peru 
of the tomato family, and is known 
technically as Physalis Peruviana. 
The fruit is small, delicious, and 
inclosed in a soft husk. Supt. Barn- 
hart declares that the shrub is ad- 
mirably adapted to this climate. He, 
first leafned of the plant fourteen 
years ago, when there were two 
specimens on the grounds of John 
W. Mitchell at First street and Ver- 
mont avenue.

OLPH IN A HOLE. 

Mayor Rolph's San Francisco heedquar- 
ters are issuing bulletins concerning the 
Mayor's attitude towards the initiative 
amendment providing for compulsory health 
insurance. When the Mayor announced his 
platform in his San Diego opening address 
he declared himself ag unequivocally favor- 
ing the amendment. He apparently took 
his cue from the State Federation of Labor, 
which had indorsed it. But when he re- 
turned to San Francisco he found that he 
had arrayed against him most of the doc- 
tors, all the Christian Scientists, the frater- 
nal insurance orders and the independent 
voters who did not care to indorse any 


| Pro-German propaganda at this time. 


So the Mayor's advisers set to work and 
issued a statement explaining that the 
Mayor did not mean to indorse a system 
of compulsory health insurance; that what 
be meant was to indorse a plan to permit 
the Legislature to enact a law providing 
for “social insurance; that social] insur- 
ance and compulsory health insurance are 
two different things, the one very good and 
the other very bad. 

But this statement aroused the ire of 
Chester Rowell, director and chief stock- 
holder of the Progressive Republican 
League (Limited) And editor of a Fresno 
newspaper supposed to be pledged to the 
support ot Mayor Rolph for Governor. 
Rowell is a member of the Social Insur- 
ance Commission. If the amendment is 
adopted he is in line for an $8000-a-year 
salary. Whether the plan is good er ill, 
the job as social insurance commissioner 
is perfectly good while it lasts. So Rowell 
emitted an editorial in his best German 
style—Rowell is a product of a German 
university—informing Rolph that they had 
come to the parting of the ways. 

What then happened ie happily explained 
by the political correspondent of the San 
Francisco Chronicle in the following para- 
graph: 

Rolph wired Rowell that what he 
really means is that when he made 
his first explanation that the platform 
plank of social insurance did not mean 
what it said, he didn't mean to have it 
mean that the plank didn't mean what 
it said. In other words, Rolph said 
the plank meant what it said in the 
first instance, and that the explana- 
tion did not what it seemed to 
mean. All clear as mud. 

Rowell replied to the Mayor that he and 
Rolph are in perfect agreement about health 
insurance and that the commission stands 
for the same thing that Rolph stands for. 
This brought back the protests of all those 
opposed to compulsory health insurance, 
and the latest bulletin from the Rolph head- 
quarters is to the effect that the Mayor is 
for the amendment if it carries and 
against it if it doesn't carry; that the 
Mayor favors health insurance if the Leg- 
iglature favors it and is against it if the 
Legislature should be against it. The bul- 
letings should be so arranged that one fa- 
voring the amendment is sent to the un- 
ions and one against it goes to the doctors 
and the Christian Scientists. It ought to 
be plain, anyhow, by this time that a can- 
didate who makes a Democratic speech at 
a Democratic meeting at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon and a Republican speech at a 
Republican meeting at 8 o'clock in the eve- 
ning isn’t going to let a little question of 
principle stand between him and the nom 
nation. 


THE SUGAR RATION. 

In some California homes the food regu- 
lations, limiting the amount of sugar that 
may be used to two pounds a month for 
each person, have occasioned more incon- 
venience and complaint than the regula- 
tions affecting meat and wheat. Sugar for 
table use is a luxury, and the experience 
of the last eighteen months has demon- 
strated that we cling to luxuries while we 
are willingly cutting in half our consump- 
tion of necessities. There is no sugar fam- 
ine in America at the present time; there 
are great stores of sugar in Hawaii; but 
there is an Allied shortage of sugar be- 
cause the production in France and Italy 
is but one-third what it was before the 
war; because England received more than 
one-half her supply of sugar before the war 
from the Teutonic empires; and because 
ships formerly used for sugar transporta- 
tion are now carrying American soldiers 
and munitions to France and we can't bring 
our own sugar from Honolulu. 


When one stops to consider that when- 
ever a ton of sugar is saved a place is 
made for shipping an extra ton of munt- 
tions or foodstuffs to our valiant soldiers 
and those of our allies overseas the reason 
for a maximum of two pounds per person 
becomes clear. While the United States 
Food Administration has issued an order 
limiting the individual use of sugar, the suc- 
cess of the plan rests on the honor and 
the co-operation of the American people. 
The new regulation has been termed an 
“honor ration of two pounds of sugar per 
person per month.” 

Sugar rations have already been adopted 
by our allies. The people of Great Britain 
have two pounds of sugar per person per 
month; France limits the use to one and 
one-half pounds per person, and Italy to 
one pound per person. Our ration is for 
household purposes only; exceptions are 
made for families desiring extra sugar for 
canning. To secure this supply certificates 
must be signed. These certificates are 
turned over to the food administrators of 
the States and, after investigation, they 
are forwarded*to the Food Administration 
general offices. In this way a check ts kept 
on canning requisitions. Canning fruit is 
good economy, and the Food Administra- 
tion will attempt to keep enough sugar 
available for that purpose. 

Loyal Americans will need only to be re- 
minded, however, that every ship used as 
a sugar carrier is a vessel that might oth- 
erwise be employed in carrying soldiers. 
America’s success in the wheat campaign 
literally held the Allies together through 
the spring and summer, according to the 
food administrators. Advices from Wash- 
ington are to the effect that there must be 
a sharp revision in the sugar programme, 
caused by recent sinkings of sugar trans- 
ports off the Atlantic eoast and the demand 
for more vessels for war transport service. 
Twenty-six thousand tons of sugar were 
lost in the submarine raids and fifty-six 
thousand tons of sugarcarrying shipping 
have been transferred to actual war serv-

shortage by individual reduction of sugar 
consumption. 

Before the war the average consumption 
of sugar in this country was seven pounds 
a month per person. But a small part of 
that sugar was produced in the United 
States proper. Only one-seventh of our 
sugar came from sugar beets grown in this 
country. At least one-fourth of our supply 
was shipped over 3000 miles by sea. If 
the consumption is actually reduced to the 
two-pound ration per month, then our 
sources of supply, coupled to a limited ship- 
ment from Cuba or Porto Rico, will suffice 
for all our needs. But the enforcement of 
the two-pound limit is largely a question 
of honor. The Times feels assured that 
Los Angeles and Southern California will 
not hesitate to do their duty. 


CEUTICAL CORPS. 

Advances in medical science in the 
preservation of the health of armies and 
the care of soldiers in the fleld have led 
to a demand for the establishment of a 
pharmaceutical corps. This corps would 
rank with the Dental Corps, the Sanitary 
Corps.and the Ambulance Corps. It prime 
purpose is to insure the purity of the drugs 
supplied the Medical Corps and to super- 
vise their preparation and distribution. 
Under present army regulations the hosp!l- 
tal steward, who dispenses medicines, is 
detailed from the ranks without any fixed 
requirement of pharmaceutical knowledge 
or training. 

Efficiency requirements have now reached 
a stand that demands trained and ex- 
perien pharmacists to purchase or manu- 
facture, to test and dispense the drugs pre- 
scribed by the medical staff. Substitutions 
and adulterations are frequent and clever; 
a man untrained in pharmacy cannot pro- 
tect his comrades from the drug sharks 
and profiteers in medical supplies. He has 
not the training to enable him to detect 
their clever frauds. Although the pharma- 
cist is not trained to render medical aid, 
his experience makes him highly valuable 
in first-ald cases. 

There is now pending in Congress a bill 
providing for the formation of a pharma- 
ceutical corps whose duty it shall be to 
procure by purchase or manufacture the 
supplies of medicines, drugs, chemicals and 
hospital and surgical dressings necessary 
for the medical] department, to have charge 
of the medical depots and to supervise 
the dispensing of all such supplies. The 
enactment of this or some similar meas- 
ure should add to the efficiency of the medi- 
cal department of our Liberty Army.

MEETING COMPETITION.

FROM SHORTCAKE > 
TO HAYRACK RIDES. 
American — Making New 


Acquaintances in Paris—The 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Club.

PARIS, July 21.—One of the most- 

frequented places in Paris is the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Club on the 
Rue Royale. Spacious quarters have 
been set aside for the use of the 
fighting men on leave, and these are 
equipped with pool and billiard ta 
bles, pianos, reading-rooms and 
lounging-rooms. The club Is for the 
exclusive use of ealisted men, and 
their action is supreme in everything 
connected with the conduct ot the 
place. Meetings of one kind or an- 
other, from gatherings of the base- 
ball clans to entertainments, are 
held several times a week in the 
assembly-room. But a dining-room 
presided over by a matronly woman 
where “home cooking” can be had 
at reasonable rates, and an honest- 
to-goodness American soda foun- 
tain—the only one in Paris—are 
really the headline attractions of the 
club. American women resident in 
Paris take turns at the rather ardu 


ous task of overseeing the dining- | 


room. Each day some particular cu- 
linary delight is provided for the 
men, most of whom brought their 
boyish tastes with them from home. 
One evening for dinner the particular 
lure may be hot biscuits; on another 
lemon pie or ice cream, and again 
it may be strawberry shortcake with 
the accent on “berry.” That these 
biscuits and pies and shortcakes are 
“almost” Iike mother used to make 
is the unanimous opinion of the sol- 
diers. For three and a half francs 
they can get a feed there that would 
cost then fifteen elsewhere. Can't 
blame them for sticking around and 
passing their plates for second and 
third helpings. In France this is 
what is known as calling for an 
“encore.” Nowhere outside of France 
is this word applied to grub. 


Marshal Joffre, big, virile, demo- 
eratic, hero of the Marne. who 
flashed before the world in the early 
days of the war as the “savior of 
civilization,” is one of the idols of 
our soldiers and sailors. He has ad- 
dressed the club a number of times 
and always is accorded an ovation 
by the men in mingled blue and 
khaki. This is especially pleasing 
to me, as I have been one of his 
silent admirers for years. Long be- 
fore America entered the war I paid 
my bulldog the unusual compliment 
of naming him Gen. Joffre, Jr. Won- 
der how that purp is getting along, 
anyhow? Would like to wake up 
some morning and find his old fat 
nose rooting me under the chin, 
which was his way of telling me to 
get up and get on the job. 

* 

Speaking of victuals, the price of 
human provender certainly is doing 
the high hurdles in record time over 
here. The fruit market is particu 
larly firm, and so are the dealers. 
Today just around the corner cher- 
ries were quoted at a dollar and a 
quarter a pound, while they asked 
a dollar and thirty cents a dozen for 
bananas. Still you never hear the 
natives bleating. 

One feature ot the Fourth in Paris 
was a hayride in the evening through 
the Bois de Boulogne. This rural 
and strictly American function was 
given by a number of our officers. to 
French officers and their lady 
friends. Much surrounding territory 
had to be scoured before the naces- 
sary hayrack and other equipment 
could be secured. The sight of this 
load of hay, its hurricane deck en- 
bellished with manhood and beauty, 
lumbering through the aristocratie 
Bois district, the home of smart 
equipages, caused the natives to sit 
up and take notice. Although they 
don’t say so out loud, they think the 
Americans a trifle queer in spots.

FATHER COMING 


Gen. Paul Pau, One-armed 
Hero, will Visit City. 

Is Accompanied by Minister in 

Paris Cabinet. 


Purpose of Tour to Discuss 
Labor and the War. 


Gen. Paul Pau, one-armed hero 
of the war of 1870, and “father of 
the French army,” will reach Los 
Angeles from San Francisco within 
a few days, accompanied by M. Al- 
bert Metin.
